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HE Lord JefusChriſtis come to reign, and his 
everlaſting Kingdome and Scepter is ſet up, and 
the Baro PRIN, and all is called toit,and * 
calls all up before it. Now Chriſt ſaid , falſe Pro- 

phets ſhpu)d come, Mar.7. 24. & Antichriſt, which 
ſhoul have the Sheeps cloathing, but inwardlie ravening 
Wolves; this heſpake to his Diſciples, and before their 
deceaſe they did come, 1 Fob. ch. 2 ch. 4. and they went 
forth from them; and in the Rer, all that dwelt upon the 
earth went after them,and the Dragon made war with the 
Woman, and ſhe fled into the Wilderneſs, the true 
Church,and the Man-child was caught up to God,and the 
Dragon gave his power to the Beaſt, and the Beaſt made 
war with the Saints, and overcame them; and killed them 
that kept the Teſtimonie of Jeſus, the Spirit of Propheſie: 
So here killed the rrue Miniſtry, and the Woman fled into 
the Wilderneſs, the true Church, and the Man-child 
caughe up te God; and then power was given to the Beaſt 
over all Kindreds, Tongues, and Nations, Mark, and all 
che Orthodox men, the Original, che Beaſt had the power 
ro kill the Saints, and ſuffered the Original, the Tongues, 
co ſtand 3 the Orthodox men thar hath the Scriptures in 
three or four Languages, that had the Sheeps cloathings, 
that mwardlie ravened from the Spirit of God, and turn- 
ed againft them that had the Spirit of God, and killed 
them; and then the Whore, the Woman, the falſe Church 
got a top of the Beaſt, who had power over all Kindreds, 
Tongues, and Nations, who had his names, marks, horns, 
and images, and they gave their glorie and honor to the 
Feaſt, and all Nations drunk this Whores Cup, this falſe 
Church, this Woman, and (he corrupted the earth ; and 
the Kings of the earth drunk her Cup of Forn'ication, and 
ſhe corrupted the earth, and ſhe made the Inhabitants of 
the earth drunk; and this Whore fits upon the waters, and 
the waters where the Whore tits, are Peoples, & Nations, 
and Multicudes, and Tongues , and ſhe drinks the Blood 
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of the Martyrs, Prophets and Saints; ſo killed the trae 
Minifſters,this falſe Church,this Whore, and falſe Woman; 
and ſufters the Tongues to live under her, the Orthodox 
men,the Original; and obx calls them waters, the Pillars 
of her Church. Now this Whore went from ſomething, 
ſhe went from the Apoſtles ,- got the ſheeps cloathing, in- 
wardly ravened, and went into the world , as the Jewes 
which went from the Law of God among tne Heathen, 
they whored, and ſoall Naticns drunk the Cup of Forni- 
cation , the Kings of the earth, and the Nations, before 
they could ;be married to Chriſt: And againe, the 
Judgement of this great Whore ſhould come; for as Cx, 
when he had killed che Juſt, then he built a City; this great 
Whore that was on the Bealt,that had the Dragons power, 
that killed the <aints, and killed the uſt, and killed the 
Prophets, and Witneſſes, and true Church , and the Wo- 
man fled into the Wildernels, and the Man-child caught 
up to God, then this great whore, this falle woman, falſe 
Church, this great City was built, which all Nations drunk 
her Cup, andche Kings of the earth drunk her Cup of for- 
nication, and all Nations have drunk her Cup of Forni- 
cation, that have drunk the Blood of the Saints. Come 
now Prieſts, Gwi/ty, or not Guilty ; the Lamb and the Saints 
ſhall have the vi&ory, the judgement of this great whore is 
come, and the Pride and the Lambs Wife 1s witneſſed. 
Prieſts, as I ſa:d before, Guilty, or not Guilty, now you are 
come before the Bar, are not you the Tongues that the 
Whore fits upon which oh calls waters, who are the Qr- 
thodox men, the Original, the ſheeps cloathing, which 
hath the Scriptures in three or four Languages , which 
Fob calls waters? Reve/. 17. Have not you been ſtanding, 
when the Martyrs, and Prophets, and Saints blood hath 
been drunk ? And did not you ſtand in theday of the 
Beafts power, when he killed the Saints, and made war 
with them, the true Miniſters ? Had not he power over all 
Kindreds, Tongues and Nations, when the true Miniſters 
was killed ? was not your Original, Hebrew, Greet, and 


Latin, under the Beaſts power? and hath not he power over 
that 


that Original?and was that _ called the orig:nal among 
the Saints that the Beaſt killed, and that the whore drunk 
the blood of? And did not you ſhelter under the Beaſts 
power, and the whores, when the Martyrs, and the Pro- 
Phets, and the Saints blood was drunk ? did not you turn 
from the Dragon to the Beaſt,after the Beatt ro the whore? 
and had not che Beaſt power over the I ongues, Orthodox 
men, and the Original?:Come, Gwlty, or not guilty? and do 
you not ſay the Church of Kome 1s the whore ? and hath 
not this whore, the Church of Rome, given you tythes to 
drink, and Eaſter reckonings, and Midlommer dews, and 
gleab-lands,and mortuaries,and offerings? And have you 
not drunken this whores cup? Guzlry, or not Guilty ? Muit not 
you drin k the cup ofthe indignation of the wrath of the 
Almighty, that have drunken chis whores cup, ſince the 
true woman went intothe wilderneſs? And come Prieſts, 
did not the whore ſet up your Maſs-houſes with the Croſs 
a top of it, with their piftures and bells, andcall it holy 
ground whereit ſtands, and name them by S. Pauls, and 
S_Perers. & S. Michaels. and S.Gregories. and S. Auſtins? Come 
Prieſts, have you not drunken the whores cup here ? Is not 
this the whores cup ? Guilty, or not Guilty ? Guilty, ſaith the 
Prieſt, thou muſt drink the cup of the indignation of the 
wrath of the Almighty. And come Prieſts , did not the 
whore ſet up your Schools, and Colledges , this falſe 
Church, whereby youare made Miniſters, and gave them 
the names of Trini:y Colledge. feſus Colledge, Emmanuel Col 
ledge, where you are made Miniſters, {ince rhe true Church 
went into the wildernels ? and here have yon not drunken 
the whores cup 7 Guilty, or not Guilty ? Come Prieſts, anſwer, 
and did not the whore ſet up all theſe things, * and the 
Beaſt chat killed chetrue Miniſters, Martyrs, Prophets, and 
Saints, by the Dragon, and Beaſt, and whores power, ance 
the true Church went into the wildernels , true Miniſters 
killed, man-child caught up to God? and are not you 
here found amongſt them in the {ame power, drinking the 
whores cup ? Anſwer, are you g#i/r , or not guilty? and was 
not this whore of Kome, the firit Author of preaching x 
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the Hour-glaſs, Funeral Sermons, ten ſhillings a Sermon, 
twenty fhillings a Sermon, ten groats the grave and mor 
tuaries, ard rwo hundred pounds a year for preaching ? 
is not this the whore of Romes Cup ? and have you not all 
drunk it ? and do you not drink it daily? are you guilty, 
or not guilty? (which have been ſet up lince the true Church 
went into the wilderneſs) Did. not the Church of Rome 
firſt ordain the Jeſuites Tribe, the Order of Black-coats? 
and have not you of their Colledges followed their exam- 
ple, and drunken off her cup, and goes in the way of the 
Jeſuites Tribe,'Black-coars, are ye guilty, or not guilty ? 
and was not the whore of Kome the firſt ſerter up of tprink- 
ling a little water upon childrens faces for money., and 
Churching of women for money ? and havenor you drun- 
ken this cup? Come Prieſts,are you guilty, or not guilty? 
and was not thewhore-of Kane the firſt letter up of all 
theſe bells, calling people together, and Chriſtning of 
them, and going proceſlioning,and ſetting up of all your 
Crofles which you have upon your money, and ſhips, and 
ſeals, and figns, maces, and arms, and ſcutcheons, and 
badges, and conduits, and many chimneys., and gates, 
and pumps, and coaches, and cars, and flags, and knives ? 
was not the whore of Kome that falſe Church, ſince the 
woman went into the wilderneſs the ſerter up of all theſe 
things ? and have not you Prieſts aud Profeſſors, and Ma- 
giftrates, and Rulers, and People, drunken this whores 
cup ? are you guilty, or not guilty? Now you are come 
Lefore the Bar of the Lamb,and his !Throne,and the Bride, 
the Lambs Wife is come., the true Church which was be- 
fore & in the daies of the}Apoltles; was not ſwearing, and 
oaths ſet up fince the daies of the Apoſtles? and Chriſt in 
ene fieth, whoſaid, Swear wot at al!, for they that ſwore, 
came into the condemnation; for the oath in the Law 
ended th: fin, and put an end to the ftrife , and the (in; 
and Chriſt, the Oath of God, blots out the fin and rran(- 
orefſon, and ends the ſtrife, and reconciles man unto 
God, and ſaves from fin, and redeems from the earth, and 
brings peace onthe earth, and good will towards men; 
{0 
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ſo he ends thoſe that ends the tin. Now the man-child be- 
ing caught up unto God, and the woman fled into the 
wilderneſs, and the f rophets, and Martyrs, and Saints 
kilied by th:s Beaſt ; and the Whore, and the falſe Pro- 
phers,B aſt, and Antichriſt gers the ſheeps cloathing ; ſo 
hath nor all this ſwearing been ſet up by the falſe 
Church, the Church of Keme ? and have not ye Prieſts, 
Rulers, Mag'ſtraies and people, drunken this whores cup, 
this falſe Church, and forlaken Chriſts Command, and - 
true Church, which ſaith Swear not at all ? as in Zames; Are 
you guilty, or not guilty? have you nct drunken the 
whores cup, andſo will fine and imprifon them that will 
nor ſwear ? is not this the whores cup ? and .-have not you 
drunk: n it ? are you guilty, or not guilty ? Now: you art 
come before Chriſt, who taid , Swear not at al/, the true 
Church was far off of fining and impriſoming : people 
for not ſwearing, Chriſt and the true Church, but on the 
contrary, gave them a Command , that they, ſhould not 
ſwear, and gave them an order what to ſay; whatſoever 
was more then yea and nay, was evil ; and the Apoſtle fol« 
lows it, and ſaith, Condenimationfollowed the Swearers, 
t hat was their penalty, that followed. them, whofaid, 4- 
bove all 111n;s, my Brethren . (wear not at all,. {o are not 
yethe fal'e Brethren, the falſe Charch, . fince-the true 
Church fled incothe wilderneſs,and true Miniſters killed, 
which hath drunken the blood of the Martyrs, Prophets, 
Samts and. Apoſtles, and ſo ſwearing is ſet np by the falſe 
Church, the Church of Kowr, not by Chriſt, and his Apo= 
ſtles? and have you not drunken this whores-cup? are 
you guilty, or not guiley? (All People, Rulers,Magiſtrates, 
and Prieſts in all Nations that will ne and-impriſon men 


. thatwill not ſwear, and break the Command of Chriſt ) 


and will not the Tongues ſay, you muſt (wear, which the 
beaſt and the whore hath power on, that drunk the Saints 
blood, which hath told the world they are the Orthodox 
men, that hath the Original 3; but in the Spirit of God 
you are all comprehended : Was not all your tythes, ob- 
lations, obventions, gleab-lands, your tythed herbs and 
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eggs, and mints, and (age, and rue, and beaſts, and dove, 
and tythe filh and fowls, and tyrhe corn and hay, and 
weoll,and pigs , and chickens, and ſmoak-penny , and 
plough-penny, gardens and bees, and apples and plums, 
and all other tythes? was not this ſer up by your Mother 
Church at Kome, which you ſay is the whore ? and why do 
you rail againſt your Mother, which hath given you ſuch 
an inhericance'\ for Tythe is an Eccleſtaſtical inheritance)

you ſuch an inheritance, and call her whore ? bur it is true 
enough, though you are 1l|-bred children, toclamour a- 
gainſt your Mother ſo ; for was nat the the ſetter up of all 
theſe things., the whore'of Rome ? Gome Prieſts, Impro- 
priators, and Kings, and Rulers , and Magiſtrates of the 
earth, anſwer, are you guilty, or nct guilty ? who muft 
drink thecup of the indignation of God ? the guiley, who 
hath drunk the whores cup;for the true Church witneſſeth 
the end of the firſt Prieſthood, his Temple and Tythes, 
and among the Apoſtles there was none , who was the true 
Church; but fince the Church fied into the wilderneſs, you 
ſer up theſe things, and killed the true Church, and killed 
the true Miniſters, and apoſtatized from the Church, & to 
ſetup tyches, who have the ſheeps cloathing, but our of 
the ſheeps life ; and now is the- Judgement of this great 
whore come, and the Lamb, and the Bride is known, and 
come; and do you not think he will not reward you that 
have drunken her cup? for you all know Tythes is the 
whores cup 3 and have not you all drunken it, Prieſts, and 
Impropriators, and others?

Come Prieſts, Magiſtrates and people, are you 
ouilty , or not guiley, in this the Lambs day , that be 
brought before his Throne ? and hath not this killingand 
beating been by the Dragon, Feaſt, and falſe Prophet, and 
haling out of their Synagogues and Aﬀemblies,and killing 
true Miniſters, i'rophets and Apoſtles, and the woman 
fled into the wilderneſs, and the man-child caught up to 
God, and the Beaſt had power over tongues,and the whore 
ſet upon the tongues , which are waters, your Jriginal, 
Orchodox men ? and was not they the inventors of your 
Schools and Colledges, and ſetters of themup; your na- 
tural Schools of learning, - and tells people that is the ori- 
ginal? and have not you drunken the whores cup, and 
followed the beaſt in this? are you guilty, or not guilty ?

Is not all theſe things got up ſince the woman fled into 
the wilderneſs, theflaying of the Prophets and Saints, all 
theſe things (et up by the beaſt, whore, and dragon ? and 
have not you drunken this whores cup, and taught people, 
that they ſhould call you Maſters, contrary to Chriſts Com- 
mand ? and was not the Church of Rewe the firſt (ſetter up 
of it? and havenot you drunken her cup ? are you guil- 
ty, or not egwlty ? for where do we read of Mafter Paul, 
Maſter Tiw61by , Maſter Peter. Mafter Jobn, Maſter Matthew? 
And where did Chrift, or the Apoſtles, or erue Charch, 
preach by the hour-glaſs, and no man might ask them a 
queſtion in the time of the glaſſes running, or going from 
the Steeple-bouſe, or coming toit , without {tx moneths 
inpriſcnment, or whipped? And where did ever the 
Church of Chriſt do ſo? but the Pope, the Church of 
Reme , ſay hisMaſsby the glaſs, as you do your prayers 
or Sermons z and have not you drunken the whores cup mn 
this? are you guilty, or not guilty ? and are you not 
guilty here again? who muſt drink the cup of the indigna- 
tion of the Almighty, who khaye limited the Holy Cne, 
and quenches the Spirit, which was not the work of Chriſt 
and his Apoltles ; for if any one ask you a ſober queſtion, 
to ke ſatished, you will priſcn him for a wicked malicious 
dilturker, and have him ſent to the Houſe of Corre&ion, 
and whipped : Oh poor fatisfa&ion doth the Prieſt here 
give to poor troubled people, but burthened and difcon- 
tented ! {oit is time for them to forſake them , wha co- 
zens and cheats people, and gets means and eſtates of peo- 
ple for athing of naught, and thus making a trade of the 
Scriptures. But come Prieſts, did nor the whore of Kome

And come yeClerks, and 
Parſons, and Vicars, for the whore hath many garments, 
and decks her ſelf with many colours, as the beaſt had ma- 
ny names, and likenefles, and colours 3 ſo you have many 
changinge. Why doyou obſerve this Michaelmas, Chriſtmas, 
and Candtemas, and. Lamas; and many: will preach on 
thoſe daies? was not this the whores cup ? and have yon 
not drunken it, let all the Nations witnels it, how deep 
youſtick in it, what Mauſs, Chrijtmas, Michaeim +4, and Cain 
dlem :;, Curates and Prieſts, and Clerks, and Parſons ? Oh 
cry You, we will chauge our name:, we will be called Miniſters of 
the Goſpe!; nay, you can no longer be hid, now yon are diſ-

Is not this the whores cup, the Church of Kome, that falſe 
woman, that falſe Church , and all theſe things gor up, 
fince the true woman fled into the wilderneſs, and the 
true Church ? where was there any ſuch thing among the 
Apoſtles, before the true Church Hed into the wilderneſs?

ty ? Prieſts and Profeſſors, Parſons, V cars, Curates, and 
Clerks, and Magiittrates, & People ; have you not drunken 
this whores cup now, who ſtanas before the Lambs Power, 
in this the Lambs day; whole Scepter of Righicouinels is 
ſetup, who will judge you according to your works, 
whole reward is with him, who will judge the world in 
righteouſneſs? And comeup Prieſts, Curates and Pai{ons, 
was not tlie whare of Kome the firſt ſetter up of Clerks to

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ſay Amen, and turiiers of the oneigla, ani Readers of 
Maſs, as the Prieſt reads his Sermons and Notes; as the 
Prieſt of Briftow dropp'd his Notes out of the Pulpit, and 
a Spaniel-Dog runn'd away with them ; are you guilty 
here Priefts ? Again, where was theſe Clerks to ſay Amen 
among the Apoſtles, and ſtrain peoples goods, if they will 
not give them money to ſay Amex ? Comezare youguilty, 
or not guilty?Is not this the fruits of your Mother-Church 
of Rome , which things hath been let up lince the daies of 
the Apoſtles, and the crue Church wene into the wilder- 
neſs ? Come up Prieſts, Clerks, and Vicars, and Parſons, 
and Curates to the Bar of Judgement; where had you 
thoſe names of Sacraments, three Perſons, Creeds, Merits, 
inherent Righteouſneſs, and abundance of ſuch like, which 
be from the Pope of Komes Maſs-book ? and have you 
not drunken the whores cup here ? are you guilty, ornot 
guilty ? was not the whore of Rome the letter up and obſer- 
ver of alli theſe daies, Maz=4ay , and Lady-day, and Whbit- 
ſontide, and Chriftmas, Michaelmar, Lammasr, Candlemag ? 1s 
not here the Popes order obſerved, and the whores order 
obſerved, and his authority eſtabliſhed, and praiſed, and 
toleratedin all your Almanacks, and drunken down, ſwal- 
lowed down; which all the vulgar people, and the Prieſts, 
and Magiſtrates,and the Courts called by the Saints daies, 
fet up by theauthority of the whore of Rome; and for 
the keeping of them, have you not all dranken this whores 
cup?

clare it throughout the Nation ; as your Calenders and Al- 
manacks 
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manacks declare it,oblerving the dates that the Saints were 
killed on : And this hath been the work of the wolves in

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and means, whom you ho. work for , and where you 
have neither plowed nor threſhed., and where you never 
planted , pal hath made che Goſpel chargeable. Come 
up guilty, or-not guilty ? -an{wer for your felves, and 
come up Prieſts and Curates, and Vicars, and Parſons,are 
you not ſuch as goes in long Gowns., Faſhions-and luſts of 
the World," with your Ribons and 'points , and double 
Cuffs, and 'wearing of Gold and Rings, in the lalts of the 
fleſh, and pride oflife, and the luſt of the eyes, which is 
not of. the -Father bur of -the. World, - more Ike your 
Mountebanks and Fidlers, and Stag-players, than like unto 
ſober: men thar' preach the Goſpel ? guilty or not guilty ? 
Let the Wirneſle in all your Conſciences anſwer it, which 
is now bringing you before the Throne of the. Lamb, which 
15 his Othcer; and come up Prieſts and Curates, Vicars and 
Parſons, and Profefſors , have you-vilited Chriſt in pri- 
ſon-? or have you not beenthem that have cauſed him to 
be caſt into'priſon, yea till death ? and mult they go into 
everlaſtingpuniſhment, that doth not vilic him in priſon ? 
and have not you caſt him intoprilon, and taken means 
from him inſtead of viſiting of him ? have you not taken 
away the Saints goods ? Come to the bar of Judgement, 
are you guilty of theſe things or not? whether muſt you 
g0 to receive your puniſhment , which you muſt have ac- 
cording to your delert?are younot come under the judge- 
ment of all the lives of the Prophets, the life of Chriſt, the 
lives of th* Apoſtles, in this the day of che Lamb, in whom 
all the Prophets and Apoſtles = aud found amongſh all 
them chat be out of the Spirit of the Prophets, Chriſt and 
the Apoſtles, that have deceived rhe world , which could 
not the Ele&? conſider with your ſelves, for now are you 
calling up before the Throne, and thebar of Judgement, 
gvilry or not guilty ? for now ſhall the falſe Prophets, 
Beaſt and Dragon be taken and caſt alive into the Lake of 
fire, aud the judgement of the great Whore come, the 
falle 'Church, and the falſe Woman , and now ſhall che 
Lamb and rhe'Saints have the vitory, Glory to the High- 
eſt, and the everlaſting Goſpel preached to them that 
dwell on the earth , and the Saints and the Lamb r-1gn, 
who makes war in Righteouſneſs; now 1s the day of your 
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tryal come, the Lambs Throne is ſet up, and Scepter of 
Righteouſneſs held forth , which reaches over the whole

God, and yet make people believe Chriſt hath ſent you, a 
company of diſorderly men to mar the workmanthip of 
God? which is contrary toChriſt and the Apoſtles, who ſa- 
ved men lives, and wreſtled not with fleſh and blood, bur 
brought the Creatures into the liberty of theSons of God, 
and ſaid, there was a Glory of the firſt body, and a glory of 
the ſecond; now you that have deſtroyed Creatures, and 
marred the Creatures, whipped and defaced them, and 
bruiſed them, have been in the Dragons power, Beaſt, falſe 
Prophet, Antichriſt, great Whore, and Jews, Heathen,and 
ſudas, by your company with Swords and Staves, to hale 
before Magiſtrates and High-prieſts, are you now guilty, , 
here, orare you not guilty ? anſwer before the prelence of 
the Lord God , and the Lambs Throne, for now is your 
time and day of judgement. . 

For is it like that all ſober people ſhould believe if Chriſt ſhould 
Jend forth men to mar the workmanſhip of God, which pretend them - 
ſelves to be Minifters,and cauſed them to be marred, for is it like that 
any will believe that you are Chriſtians that will mar the workmaxs - 
ſhip of God about Religion, Church, Miniſters, Worſhip, and Scrip= - 
tures? and is not the Creature the warkmwanſbip of God ? and did not 
Chriſt come to deſtroy that which would deſtroy the Creature, and 
ſave mens le: ? and not deftroy them? and did not the Apoſiles bring - 
Creatures inte the liberties of the Sons of God ? and to wreſtle with 
Principalities, towers, darkneſs, and ſpiritual wickedneſs, and not 
with fleſh and blood , whoſe weapons were not carnal but ſpiritua!,
